At  the  Heart  of  N.R. 


Nobody  can  say  for  certain  just  when  Europeans  first 
crossed  Bear  Meadow,  but  in  1639  they  were  living  in  what  is 
now  Wakefield  and  Reading.  These  people  had  moved  from 
Lynn,  crossed  the  Ipswich  River  and  settled. 

In  1651,  the  General  Court  of  Mass.  Bay  Colony  had  a 
meeting  and  granted  the  Town  of  Reading  an  additional 
“two-mile  track."  This  track  is  the  region  that  is  now 
North  Reading. 

Aside  from  a branch  of  the  Saugus  Indian  Tribe,  John 
Upton  was  the  first  permanent  resident  in  our  town.  In 
1677,  he  got  the  rights  to  build  our  first  saw  mill  on  the 
Ipswich  River.  This  was  around  the  time  that  Sergeant  George 
Flint  Jr.  and  Mrs.  Harriet  Flint  settled.  By  1685  they  were 
joined  by  such  other  families  as  John  Eaton,  Thomas  Burt, 
Philip  Macinigre,  John  Phelps,  and  Richard  Harndea. 

As  a separate  town.  North  Reading  had  certain  standards 
that  they  had  to  live  up  to.  Some  were:  the  establishment 
of  law,  jails,  and  some  form  of  industry,  which  at  the  time, 
had  to  be  farming,  as  nothing  else  was  practical. 

The  first  jail  had  law  enforcement  headquarters  were 
the  first  floor  and  basement  of  a large  white  house,  located 
on  the  corner  of  Haverhill  Street  and  Park  Street  right  in 
the  center  of  town.  Once  the  residence  of  Willian  1. 

Nichols,  it  was  North  Reading  Town  Hall  until  1988.  This 


structure  still  stands  to  date. 

There  are  several  sites  that  can  be  dated  back  to  those 
old  colonial  times.  Most  of  the  houses  of  the  time  were 
quite  large  with  many  rooms  and  were  usually  painted  white. 
The  once  residence  of  Charles  P.  Howard  still  stands  on  Park 
Street  Our  beloved  Flint  Memorial  Library  was  once  the 
selling  place  of  Warren  A.  Cample  and  Family.  The  residence 
of  Mr.  George  Flint  Jr.  and  Mrs.  Harriet  Flint  however,  is 
no  longer  standing. 

There  are  some  family  names  from  that  era  which  are 
still  here  today.  Some  of  these  founding  family  names  are 
Hart  Damon,  Goodwin,  Gowing,  and  Prescott. 

To  summarize  it  all,  we  have  a lot  of  history  in  our 
town.  This  few  mile  stretch  which  was  once  Indian  hunting 
territory  is  now  a small  suburban  community  and,  hopefully, 
has  as  meaningful  a future  as  a past
